Insists that he will denounce Wendell Phll- 
lipps & Co., and is consistent in doiDg so. He 
might jast as well denounce Abraham Lin- 
coln, too; for the Commonwealth can point 
out no difference between them now. Phil- 
lips, Greeley &. Co , are the very soul of the Re- 
publican party. The call for its convention 
invites all who are for the suppression of the 
rebellion and "«« cause," The Commonwealth 
knows what is meant by the cause. In oppo- 
to these there is but one party; its con- 
ill be held in Chicago. Against this 
body the editor of the Commonwealth 
all his artillery. From this we have 
to infer that he intends to help the nominee 
of the Baltimore convention. Why does he 
not say so? Why do not all these radicals in 
Kentucky speak out what they mean? They 
have got np a great excitement at the sugges- 
tion of sending delegates to Chicago. It hss 
aroused their indignant remonstrance. Does 
not this indicate where they want to go? Still 
they denounce Phillips, Greeley & Co.; when 
it is plain that Phillips, Greedy & Co. are the 
embodiment of the whole party. Without 
them the nominee of the Baltimore conven- 
tion could not get votes enough to make mile 
posts in the free States. But the Common- 
wealth says it Phillips, Greeley A Co. do vote 
for the same man they do, that will not prove 
that they agree with Phillips, Greeley & Co. 
That might be true, If Phillips, Greeley Jt Co. 
were not the party itself; and about all of it. 
The editor says he will not support any one 
who is not for the Union. That is all right, 
but who is for the Union? The present party 
in power are not for the Union. They never 
were in the past, and are not for it now. They 
are lor a "new nation," and do not disguise 
it. They meet at Baltimore to prolong their 
existence; to establish themselves in power 
j four yeais more. A great many say they are 
for the Union, and are honest in it, who are 
really warring against It. Their measures 
lead to disunion of necessity. We are as well 
satienod as we are that the sun will rise to- 
morrow, that the doctrines and practices of 
the party in p>wer will never rt store thU 
Union. Hence we can never g'.ve them any 
countenance. We have very little faith In 
parties. We don't expect much wisdom or 
honesty Id their action. But none can do as 
bad as the party now in power. We defy the 
ingenuity of Satan to invent a more effectual 
tyalein of practice to break up this govern- 
ment, than the one invented and adopted by 
the party in power. Tbe editor of the Com 
monwealth is determined to help them; and 
begins by adopting the doctrine preached by 
the party that the whole Democratic party of 
fie North are rebel symjMthizers; that is, 
that in the free States at least forty-five one 
hundredths of the voters are for JtlT. Davif; 
and so te be denounced and treated. Then all 
the South and nearly half of the North are 
rebels aguinst the government. They tell this 
to the rebels in the South; they tell it to Eu- 
rope and the world. Is it any wonder the 
rebels persevere, if they believe what the par- 
tisans in power repeat daily? Will it be 
any wonder if France or England interferes 
when either will believe that it is the wish of 
about three-tiiths of the people of the Uniud 
Sute* The Abolitionists propagate this sto- 
ry, because they wish it to be true; but surely 
the editor of the Commonwealth doesn't wish 
it so. Why then does he credit this Abolition 
lie? Tbe men these partisans denounce are 
better Union men to day than their traducers. 
These men have in all times past been scoffed 
at as Union-savers, because they warned tbe 
country continually against Northern isms 
and Southern inns, tint have brought these 
calamities upon us. No impartial man in the 
world believes the 6lander against them. But 
they are guilty of the sin of opposing the sui- 
cidal and ruinous doctrines and practices of 
the party in power. These are not means to 
save, but to dtstroy this Union. Heretofore 
they have foretold what the isms of the party 
now in power and their secession coadjutors, 
would bring about, and they were not mis- 
taken. They have more political wisdom and 
foresight now than all the Phillipses and 
Greeleys and Llncolns. The Commonwealth, 
however, can unite In a party with the latter ; 
but looks with horror at the former. Tbe 
editor has gone over, horse, foot and dragoons, 
to the Republican part} ; that is the plain Hug.

churches. He is no more pastor of them than 
he is of the churches in Canada or England. 

This correspondent learns that a similar 
course is to be adopted towards tha Baptist 
churches. He argues that this will be still 
more extraordinary, because each Baptist 
church Is a separate organization, wholly dis- 
connected in its government from any other. 
While this may set in a more glaring light the 
unprincipled nature ol the movement, we 
cannot perceive that it is any more extraordi- 
nary. The principle once adopted that the 
Government can appoint and remove pastors, 
all minor questions are unimportant, and add 
nothing to the extraordinary character of the 
act. 

The course towards the Episcopal Chuiches 
has been scarcely less extraordinary. Its 
services are in a prescribed form, but there is 
some discretion us to the order or t mission of 
parts of it, but interpolations are inadmissi- 
ble. In the ordinal of its services before se- 
cession there was a prayer for the President 
of the United States, but this was changed by 
the Convention of the Diocese and the gen- 
eral Convention of the Episcopal Churches 
8outh, after secession, Into a prayer for the 
President of the Confederate States. On the 
arrival of Butler this part of the ritual was 
dropped; that was all for which, without dio- 
cesan action, the minister had authority. 
Generals Butler and Binks, however, ordered 
that this part of the service should be per- 
formed. Now, if this was obeyed, the prayer 
would have had to be for ihe President of the 
Confederate Slates until a general convention 
altered it. 

It is to be regretted, juBt as secession itself 
is to be regretted, that 6neh a change in the 
ritual was made; but it was not done by the 
rebellion, nor has the Secretary of War any 
right to change it back again. 

How does this present us to the world? 
The Secretary of War has become the sever 
eign pontiff and college of cardinals, all in 
himself, to all the churches of whatever de- 
nomination in all the seceded States. It is an 
actual, direct connecticu between church and 
state, by which each church Is directly respon- 
sible to him for their mode of worship, and> 
indirectly, the tenets of their faith. He is the 
patron with the right of presentation and in- 
vestment of every minister to every church. 
South. The Queen of England, the Czar of 
Russia, and his Holiness the Pope, have not 
as much power over their respective churches 
as Mr. Stanton assumes to himself ever 
churches to wh.ch he does not even belong. 

When is this extraordinary war power to 
stop; what circuit can be set to its intensions I 
When, in the face of the Constitution, in de- 
fiance of forms of worship, religious liberty is 
set at naught, can we suppose there Is any 
limit ? They may not (Mr. Linclon or Mr. 
Stanton) make a declaration similar to that of 
Gen. Banks, in the election in Louisiana, that 
the people "must su->t:;in the measures of the 
Government by the ballot-box." After forc- 
ing ministers and forms of religion upon th 
congregations, will tot the utxt step be to 
send a Provost Marshal and a tile of soldiers 
to force the people to attend ? What will 
such worship be worth in ar,y point of view ? 
Will these people, when thus driven into the 
churches, worship God with any feeling of 
piety, or have anything but increased ill will 
against those who have compelled them to it? 
The thing is as useltss and dangerous as it is 
absurd and criminal, yet it is one of the things 
in which the public are to feel bound to sup- 
port the Admiuistration. 



f3T"It is a very common opinion among 
the most eminent financiers that theie should 
be no other paper currency but that issued by 
the Government.

When the astrono- 
mer stamped his foot and said the earth did 
move, he was not more sure of it than we are 
now of our motion^ As to the direction, that 
is quite a diflerent affair, but It can hardly be 
said to be for good. 

The radicals hold their own opinions on this 
matter, and even assert that it is ungenerous 
for the opposing party to be continually at- 
tacking the Administration. Well, how is it 
to be avoidec? If the Administration contin- 
ually adopts a policy and measures that are 
an attack on Democratic principles, what 
alternative is left but to attack In turn, or 
rather to defend? Us whole course is an ag- 
gressive movement, not only against princi- 
ples which Lave been held fundamental by 
the Democratic ana Whig parties, but even by 
the Republican party. It is common Ameri- 
can principles that are atUcked, and if some 
who held them seem willing to bend to the 
storm, it is absurd to suppose the mass of tbe 
people will, or that much respect will be paid 
to those who find fault because others are 
always attacking the Administration. 

One of the most striking instances of this 
remarkable assault upon American freedom is 
what Mr. Lincoln, In his true idlematic and

This act is so extraordinary as to be incredi- 
ble, but it is nevertheless true as it is incredi 
ble.

' 1FE AND CORRESPONDENCE OP THEODORE 
PARKER, Minister of the Twenty-eighth Con 
grcgational Society, Boston. By John Weiss 
New York: D. Applcton & I «>. 
Mr. Parker was a remarkable man — in pet 
modern phrase, a "representative man." He 
wa3 a representative of some of the best, and 
some of not the best, characteristics of New 
England. Born In humble circumstances, he 
displayed untirirg energy and industry in the 
pursuit of knowledge. While engaged in la- 
boring on the farm or teaching school, he was 
at the same time pursuicg the studies of Har 
vard University, and passed all the regular ex 
amlnatlons. He was a devourer of books, and 
whatever his memory seized was his forever. 
Mr Parker's theological system is an Intense 
egotism. He looks upon himself as the cen 
ter of the Universe, as a great "Me," surround 
ed by an indefinite number of "Not-mes,"whose 
Importance increases in proportion to their 
proximity to the "Me." "I believed," says he In 
his letter to his congregation, "in the Im 
manence of God In man, as well as matter, 
His activity in both ; hence, that all men are 
inspired in proportion to their actual powers 
and their normal use thereof; that truth is 
the test of intellectual inspiration, justice of 
d so on. I did not find the Bible in- 
spired, except in this general way, and in 
proportion to the truth and justice therein. 
It seemed to me that no part of the Old Tes- 
tament or New could be called the .'Werd of 
God,' save in the sense that all truth is God's 
word." It would seem from this that, what 
ever may be the claims of Mr. Parker's sys 
tern to be a true religion, it is certainly Dot 
the Christian religion, and that he might as 
well have taken his text frem the Book of 
Mormon as from the Bible. "Indeed," he 
says, "I took no doctrine for true simply be- 
cause it was in the Bible ; what therein seemed 
false or wrong I rejected as freely is if I had 
found It in the sacred books of the Buddhists 
or Mormons." This is equivalent to Baying, 
"I am the absolute judge of truth— in all such 
matters I am God." Nor was he slow to 
deal damnatioa round the land" on those 
who failed to adopt his ideas of truth, as he 
showed in his political sermons. 

As a matter of course, Mr. Parker was a 
believer in the "higher law," for the "higher 
law" was hit law. Legislators might be de- 
ceived, but not Theodore Parker. God was 
immanent in him "in proportion to his actual 
poicer$," and thtrtfore his law was "higher" 
than that of such men as Washington. We 
wish to be understood as endeavoring merely 
to state what the system is; we leave others 
free to decide about its truth. Mr. Parker's 
biographer says: "The technical violation, 
and not the immoral acquiescence, is the only 
thing which strikes and alarms this intense le- 
gal ity. See how events condemn this wicked 
substitution of the lower for tbe higher law! 
Southern ambition has fattened on a North- 
ern <x»iztUiUio7i<il conscience, and the men who 
are guilty of this civil war are the men who 
consistently countenanced the South in 
echnical rights." This is plain enough. 
The Constitution, like the Bible, is a "fetish"— 
a favorite word among the d.sciples of this 
school, probably because it was imported 
from Africa. Don't be troubled with a "con 
stitutional conscience," "for," say the Sir Per- 
tinax Macsycophants of the Higher Liw, "you 
will be laughed at for using the term." Don't

consider yourself bound to respect a law, for 
that is "intense legality"-! very unphilo- 
sophical state of things. Courts are very un- 
necessary excrescences, and ought all to be 
abolished, the higher law being a much more 
cheap and convenient remedy. Never sup- 
port on? who claims his "technical«rights," 
for when others persist in striving to take 
away his "technical righta," the man may get 
angry and behave very loollshly; when you 
will, of course, be responsible for all the re- 
sults, and will deserve to be abused in every 
"loyal" pulpit. 

This Higher Law Is a very Incomprehensible 
thirg to thoee who are not conversant with 
its mysteries. -Mr. Parker took this ground in 
his lectures and talks: "The rendition clause 
mu?t be interpreted to include only such as 
justly owe service or labor, i. «. ewe it on 
contract for a good and sufficient considera- 
tion; and accordiugly slaves do not come un- 
der that clause at all, for no man can justly 
owe slave service, <&e." Simple-minded people, 
Koverned by nothing but the rules of common 
honesty, might expect that an exponent of the 
Higher Liw would not put upon any language 
what he knows to be a false interpretation — 
thit he would not say a thing means what he 
knows it does not mean; but this Higher Law 
is a much more good-natured Pope than tbe 
Bishop of Rome; it grants indigencies with 
great facility, and doesn't charge much. It 
even permits a man to speak of bribing elect 
ors, provided it is for a ijood purpose — carrying 
an election, for instance. "I don't know," 
says Mr. P., in a letter to Senator Hsle, "how 
you think the election will turn out; but I 
look for defeat. I Aope otherwise, but still 
think so. The battle is rot won by our car- 
rying the electoral ticket by popular vote. If 
Buchanan gets one hundred and forty eight 
electors, one million 'dollars, I think, might 
be raised to buy the one hundred and forty- 
ninth. I think there are thirty men in Boston 
who would give five thousand dollars apiece 
to see it elone."

8peaking of a certain law, Mr. P. says: "It 
takes away from men the privilege of the writ 
of habeas corpni, and the right of trial by 
jury, becnusc it violates the right of the peo- 
ple to be secure in their persons against un- 
reasonable seizures, and takes away their lib 
erty without due form of law." The smell of 
Copperheadism will be removed from this 
passage when we know that the writer 
i; speaking of Mack men. "Have we 
forgotten the blood in our veins V " 
asks Mr. P. "The American Republic is the 
child of 'rebellion;' tha national lullaby was 
'treason.' " The writer is here speaking of re- 
bellion against laws which he don't like; and 
he must not be understood as approving any 
rebellions except those got up by himself and 
friends. In one place Mr. P. says; "Each 
State must practically interpret the Con- 
stitution for itaeli in making its own 
In another pltce he says: "Franklin, 
son, and, more than all, Samuel Adams, dis- 
liked the Federal Constitution because it 
limited Slate rights too much. Seventy 
years of experience has shown the wisdom of 
their instinctive democratic distrust." This 
lwks very "disloyal;" but it means simply 
that one State has rights, and is not a Cop 
perhead enunciation of the doctrine of States 
rights In general. But here is a passage 
we cannot explain: "I opened my eyes when 
I went out West, and saw that the hands of 
the Republicans are not yet quite clean enough 
to be trusted with power. There has a deal of 
bad stuff come over to the Republican party."

Will not the Mayor and 
General Council consent to grant the use of 
the building on the corner of Center and Wal- 
nut, formerly used oy the Female High School? 
It would cost butatridi to put It in order, 
and, as a temporary place for tha library, 
would do very well. We are informed that 
some of our generous public men are willing 
to give their influence and pecuniary aid in 
securing the establishment of a Public Libra- 
ry on a permanent basis. Such an arrange- 
ment as that proposed above would be a good 
nucleus around which to concentrate public 
efforts. 

Vxntil vtion'.— A teacher in one of the Bos- 
ton schools made the following experiment : 
He requested a teacher in a room with fifty 
boys, to close his ventilators, doors and win- 
dows, for one hour and a half. Then, with 
two vessels of clear lime-water of equal 
strength and In equal quantities an old t-el- 
owb and a flight of steps, he proceeded. As 
cending to the top of the room with vessel 
and bellows, he forced a quantity of air 
through the water, carefully observing the 
number and rapidity of the strokes. The re- 
sult was the whitening of the water, and in a 
short time the deposit of carbonate of lime at 
the bottom. With the other vessel he per- 
formed the same experiment near the floor, 
taking the time aud number of strokes as be- 
fore. The result was of the same kind, but 
the whitening and depe>sit less, showing con- 
clusively, by the unequal results, that carbon- 
ic acid gas was less at the bottom than at the 
top of the room." 

Scuool GovKRSMBNT.— An experienced 
teacher says: "What may be regarded as 
perfect school government I shall not attempt 
to say, but think that to b3 of a high order of 
excellence where the most wlllirg obedience 
s accorded by the pupilj, with the least ex- 
ertion on the part of the teacher. As a re- 
laxation from the appointed tasks of each 
day, a variety of subjects of thought may be 
Indicated by the teacher, on which pupils 
may be encouraged to spend the interspace of 
severe application, and write out a report of 
the conclusions to which they may arrive. 
These subjects may even take hold of that 
which lies at the foundation of morals. Let 
the moral power of a school gain new acqui- 
sitions by dwelling upon moral questions. 
The youth may often see the truth with far 
clearer vision than the man. Providing for 
the proper employmeut of pupils, that tbe 
seasons of cessation from book application 
may be turned to good account, promotes or- 
der. This ia to be maintained at almost all 
hazards." 

Another teacher says, "one indispensable 
pre-reqaisite to the successful government of 
a school, Is entire self-control on the part of 
a teacher." An excitable, brawling bully 
must, necessarily, make a very poor disciplina- 
rian. 

Firmnesi of character, true kindness of 
heart, and a nice sense of justice are very Im- 
portant qualifications in a teacher who would 
have a well-governed school.

In the Second Ward School the average 
dally attendance for the month of Mirch was 
71L Over »00 pupils are enrolled. Ia this 
school the visitor meets, at every turn as he 
passes through the building, evidence of the 
excellent discipline of the school. As we en- 
tered the school the pupils were being dis 
missed for recess. At the foot of each stair- 
case a pupil was posted, to see that the pupils 
came down iu perfect order. When they re- 
turned from recess we found boys 
guards, to see that the pupils cleaned their 
feet beiore going into their respective room? 
Such regulations commend themselves.

Scientific Miscellany. 

Among the numerous and useful plants in 
China there are several kinds of trees .produc- 
ing wax, either directly or by means of an in- 
sect that feeds upon them. One of these wax- 
producing species has been recently introduc- 
ed into France by. importing a number of 
young specimens of the Fe-la-shoo tree.which 
affords nourishment to the producing lnsee:, 
the La-chong. It is only about the time of 
their being hatched that the eggs of tha insect 
become visible, in the sh >pe bl pimples, which 
appear on the branches of the last year's 
growth. The pimples increase -in size until 
they are as large as peas. They are then gath- 
ered and placed on the other branches of the 
tree. The insect soon makes Its appearance 
and lives on the tree. When the tree has 
ceased to secrete its juice for the season, the 
wax is collected. 

The celebrated Professor Lourdat, of Mont- 
pelier, France, wa« obliged to recommence 
his medical studies from the beginning, after 
terminating tbem with distinction, a typhoid 
fever havit g destroyed the memory of five or 
six laborious years.

The mechanical structure of the 
cartridge; the size of the chamber iu which it 
is tired; the deiir.ite character of the com- 
pound, allowing it to be stowed in damp 
places, or even submerged, without injuritg 
i:s original properties— all favor its use. lis 
liability to spontaneous combustion, which 
has been considered a great objection to its 
use, is owing to imperfect manufacture."

Cotton in Texas. 

The occupation of Brownsville by onr force* 
has only slightly checked, not stopped, the 
rebel trade through Mexico A a arrange meot 
baa been made by the rebels with tbe Mexican 
authorities, that cotton goes out and gooda go 
into Texas as heretofore. When the compro- 
mise was made by the Com m lesion eis with 
Vidaurri, not not leas than 6,000 bales of cot- 
ton had accumulated at Eigle Pass, 4,0CO of 
which belonged to tbe rerel Government 
or officials, and the rest to private individuals. 
Some 2,000 bal:s more were on the road lrom 
Baa Antonio, Tex af, and still mere would b« 
on the way were it not for the fact that suffi- 
cient grass cannot be found on the premise-* 
for oxen, so the hauling tor the time btitig h»* 
to be done with mule teams. 

The contrabands at Matamoras estimate that 
not less than :»,000 bales of cotton wilt be got 
out of Texas through Mexico ,'». e. by way of 
Fieoras Negras, Guerrero, Mler and other in- 
termediate points on the R o Grande) brfora 
the trade is broken up, and that can only be 
done effectually by an advance of our force* 
from IodLBola to San Antonio. 

In the meantime, large trains freighted with 
merchandise for the rebels, and expecting to 
return laden with cotton, are continually leer- 
ing Matamoras for the points designated on 
the Upper Rio Grande, and especial I v for Pie- 
dras Negra*. The trade thus far lias only 
been diverted, not stopped, by the "military 
operations"— if they can, with propriety be 
so termed— of the Department of the Gulf. 
The only causes operating to restrain It are 
tbe disturbed cocditioa of Mex co, and the 
apprehension fell that there may be a general 
war in Germany, which will cause a falling 
off in the price of cotton. It Is to be noted 
that not a tew merchants who want to pass for 
loyal citizens of the United States have been, 
are, and expect to continue to be, engaged in 
this trade with the rebels until it ia d^btlv 
brought to a close. After that, and not be- 
fore, they calculate on takir g the benefit of 
the President's amnesty, it that should ba 
deemed necessary. 

Tne planters in Texas have lately had the 
half of their wagons and teams seized by order 
of Magruder. They were paid for in Confed- 
erate paper at such a rate as won t not supply 
even th- Iron used in their construction. They 
en much discourjged by this and other 
matters, and in consequence nave planted bo 
cotton^tnd only corn euough to prouuca brea4 
for tbeu.se! vis, their families, and slaves. Con- 
federate paper, when it passes at all In Texas, 
and it has long ceased to he cui 
ley of the Rio Grande, go 
dollar.

10 al UaDk bill. 

Mr. Pendleton called up his resolution to 
reconsider the vote by which the Houae disa- 
greed to the Senate amendment to muinta::> 
the Territorial bill and asking a committee of 
Conferene >. He said the Senate's amend- 
ment staking out the word "white" was to 
gve negroca the ri*ht lo vote in the teritory. 
it w.ts amended different from whit had here- 
tofore been Incorporated in such bills since 
the Republican party cime into power. This 
narty bad tenured their precedent. Their ob- 
ject was to give gentlemen an opportunity to 
determine whether they were prepared to say 
that negroes should have the same rights in 
territories as white men. He therefore want- 
ed the House to adhere to no disagreement. 

Mr. Biamun, of Mich , would not discuss 
the question whether it was expedieut that 
negroes should vote or not, but. as the mat- 
ter stood, the House has already refused to 
content to the Semite amendment, and had ap- 
pointed a committee of con'erence on the 
subject, he moved to lay Mr. Pendleton's mo- 
tion on the table. 

Tbe motion of Mr. Beanun was aereed to. 

The llonse then reenmed the consideration 
of tbe Raritan a:-'d Delaware railroad bilL 

Mr. Sweat, of Maine, spoke agairst the hill, 
believing it had no warrant in the. constitution 
and laws of the country. 

Mr. Hooper, of Mass., offered an amend, 
meat to the 44.h section of the national bank 
bill, providing that any bank or banking as- 
sociation now organized in pursuance of the 
laws ol any State, or the urtie'es of any asso- 
ciation which prohibit specific changes there- 
in, may be changed or converted into a na- 
tional banking association without anv 
change in its articles of association, and its 
directors at the time of the change may con- 
tinue in cilice, and their successors may from 
lime to time be appointed or elected in the 
manner provided in the articles of the asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Hooper said the New York Bink of 
Commerce desired to come under this law 
with a cepi'al of #10.000,000, and had done 
more to sustain the government tnan anv 
other.

_ Emploi m< nt of Women.

A very largo i uhiImt of women are com 
l-elhd to self-H«ppc»r», sod, for various «ca 
r, th« »"iu:l»r Is on tb« inr-rcust— but 
whattstture for theui to do ' Vor m«o ths 
woild effers work enough -they can go 
where they like, and do whatever they are 
best fitted lor. The employments opeu tc> 
women are exceeding'y few, unremunera- 
tive, and crowded to excess. Where wo- 
men are educated, they can teach, if a situi- 
tion can be found ; bnt tbe Superintendent 
of 8choo's in this city Informs us that for 
(very vacancy be has twentv and more ap- 
plicants, equally well qmlified for the cov- 
eted position, and of course nineteen or 
more of them must be disappointed and un- 
employed. Where they obtain situations their 
p ■ v is often so meager, as iu this city, that it 
bardlv suffices for food and clothing. We 
have known women wtohave qualified them- 
selves to serve as book-keepers, and who have 
graduated from Commercial Colleges with tie 
first honors, snd been recommended by their 
Professors as the equal of any young gentle- 
men whom they have graduated, but they do 
not obtain employmen*. Book keeping is re- 
garded as exclusively the business of nien,an.d 
women are not to be tolerated in competition 
with them. We say nothing of literary em- 
ployments, for it is well known that literature 
rarely oflers to the gifted and highly cultivat- 
ed r ut a precarious livelihood. 

What, ther, shall theuneducs'ed, the labor- 
ing class of women do lor self-support ? If 
any one suppo&rB it is easy for this class to 
support themselves, we would like to turn 
over to him the continual female applications 
for employment that come before us in some 
way or other. There is sewing, which is an- 
other name for suicide or starvation where it 
is done by hand— domestic service, washing, 
scrubbing, taking hoarders, working in shops, 
taking care of offices, nursirg, etc.etc. Where 
a woman has ocly herself to provide for, she 
can in some of these employments obtain a 
livelihood — but bow about the large c'ass who 
have families of children to provide for? They 
cannot leave their little ones to go away from 
home to work by the day, or the week — and 
it is next to impossible to find them support 
ing employment in their own homes. Many a 
poor mother is forced by the extremity of her 
poverty to give her children away, ratherthan 
see them suffer from burger and cold. Among 
the most painful scenes which we have wit- 
nessed, has been tbe agony of spirit of poor 
women, compelled by their wretched circum 
stances, to give away their children. 

A poor woman sent for us not long sgo, to 
Bsk us to find a home for her babe, two days 
old. Her husband, a kind-hearted .but feeble, 
shiftless fellow, had died some weeks before, 
leaving her with four little children on her 
hat.ds, besides this little new-comer. "No- 
body would take the baby exeep-. for love of 
it," loe poor woman Justly argaed. "and who- 
ever takes it will grow to love it more and 
more. If I keep the baby it cannot be well 
cired for, as I must earn a living tor the other 
children— If I give it aw9y my hands will be 
free, and I can take care of the rest. 8o we 
found a mother and a home for tbe little inno- 
cent in a wealthy family, where was a great 
chasm made by the recent death of a dearly 
loved babe. We went up to tbe mother's tick 
room, to take the baby down to the carriage, 
where its future mother awaited Li — as she bad 
stipulated that tbe natuial mother should nev- 
er know who she was or where she resided. 
"Good bye, little baby," said the poor 
woman, raining tears and kisses on its 
unconscious face; "I give you away, not be- 
cause I don't love yon, but because I love you 
so much that I cannot have you suffer as we 
do.'" And she pacified the other weeping 
children by assuring them that baby would 
now have dotbes, and a watm cndle, and Le 
taken good care of. 

We sometimes advertise for homes for chll 
drer; but much more frequently homes are 
found lor them without advertising. It would 
startle the readers of the New Covenant 
should we give the fearful his*ories back of 
these advertisements— tbe suti ricg, poverty, 
and agony — sometimes the terrible sin. W e 
do not pretend to say that plenty of remuner- 
ative employment lor women would remedy 
all the evils and wrongs existing ainoag them; 
but it would do very much toward it. Let 
women who are compelled to self-supp rt 
have plenty to do, and that which will yield 
them a living. 

We have no definite idea how the present 
disabilities of women in the way of sel -support 
are to be remedied ; wv only know they ought 
to be remedied ; and that their continuance- 
infuses corruption and wide-spread demorali- 
zation thtougbout our social system. 

The remedy is largely In the hands of 
women -aud therein, we are sorry to say, lies 
the most di^oura^ ing feature in the matter 
ot reform. Until A;u t'u m woin -u of the 
better class rid themselves of tbe • 1 y uonr 
teuse that labor is dishonorable— that snc 
who earns her living as pertorce, lest caste, 
and is thenceforth io be denied the entree ot 
the social circle — that tbe summum bonum 
of existence is dress, display, frivolity, gaieiy 
and a giddy round ot meaningless and 11 ivor- 
lcse pleasures— until women are exorcised of 
these abturd notions, the terrible pressure on 
the lower classes of women will continue, 
and a wider and better paying range of em- 
ployments will be denied l- em. Could 
have granted for woman to-day the boon we 
most crave for them, it would not be tbe 
right of suffrage— higher educational advan- 
tages— a revision ot the laws tor their benefit 
— ntne of these — but simoly tree access U) 
every department of labor, unhindered by 
the opposition of man, and nnlrammeled by 
legal staluies, or the more tryaunical laws of 
society.
